Senator Sherman, whoso great 


reputation as a financier rests mainly 
on his ready habit of abandoning 
hh own views when they prove un- 
sound, and adopting and appropri- 
ating the better views of others, 
makes an extraordinary confession 
oferrois in the financial and tariff 
system which his party has so rig 
idly maintained for the kat twenty 
years. The first of those errors is 
that section of the national banking 
law which gives the banks power to 
withdraw their circulation suddenly, 
arbitrarily and without a moment's 
warning to the country. Treasurer 
Gilfillan called attention to this glar- 
ing defect several months ago, and 
Secretary Folger repeated the con 
demnation of it in his report of De- 
cember; and, strange to say, Senator

Sherman himself hae been brought 
to see that the provision is wrong 
and vicious. He points it out as if 
it had never attracted 
anybody's 


attention before, 
and declares it 


ought to be changed. It IB extraor- 
dinary that Mi'. Sherman never saw 
the defects before—that, though he 
had charge of the public finances for 
four years, and made four official 
reports on the national banking law, 
ho did not discover the vicious work- 
ing of the feature till it was pointed 
out, 
after he had retired from the 


treasury, by his successor. The most 
signal and alarming exhibition of 
the arbitrary power over the cur- 
rency of the country which this pro- 
vision gives to the banks occurred 
while Mr. Sherman was secretary of 
the treasury and directly before his 
eyes, when the New York banks used 
their power over the public currency 
to force Mr. Hayes to veto the three 
per cent bill. The democrats with 
one voice denounced the provision 
which gave the banks this dangerous 
control. A year and a half after- 
wards Treasurer Gilfillan condemned 
it, Secretary Folger followed in the 
condemnation, and now comes the 
terdy Sherman and condemns it, too, 
and having advised Mr. Hayes to 
yield to the offensive exhibition of it 
on the three per cent, bill! 


Again, Senator Sherman has made 


other discoveries which Secretary 


(Sherman, with all his special ad- 
vantages for observation, did not 
arrive at, viz.: That the sugar duties 
are clumsy and difficult of interpre- 
tation; and that there are scores of 
articles the duties on which are 
absurd and injurious; that they 
enhance the price of the raw mat 
erials of manufacture,andthereby dis- 
courage the manufactures of which 
they form the basis; that many of 
those articles ought to be admitted 
free of duty—which means free- 
trade; and that the duties on others 
ought to be reducod. The necessity 
for this modification of the tariff is 
so pressing; it is so important that 
the free list should be enlarged and 
the duties on many articles reduced, 
and that clumsy sugar duties should 
be simplified, that no time ought to 
be wasted on commissions. The 
work of revision ought to be done im- 
mediately, and the committees of the 
present congress are the bodies to do 
it.

The Fill eh of Bacon.

The custom of the flitch of bacon at 


Dunmow is not the least curious among 
those ^ fcich rural parishes present. Fat 
back ia the old days when there was a 
priory at Duumow, in Essex, the monks 
made a promise of a flitch of bacon to 
any married couple who could take oath 
that they had never quarreled nor re- 
gretted their union. Whether the bach- 
elor monks only intended to encourage 
conjugal 
harmony, or whether they 


strictly believed that married folks never 
dp live together twelve months without 
discord, we can guess as best we may. 
At any rate, the successful applicants for 
the flitch were few and far between. 


The priory was suppressed at the Ref- 


ormation, but the ola custom survived, 
the flitch being given by the lord of the 
manor. In the last century the ceremo- 
ny was conducted with much parade. 
The couple appeared at a court baron, a 
jury of unmarried persons heard the 
averments, and if the results were satis- 
factory, a verdict was given, to the ef- 
fect that the couple had been married at 
least one year, that they had lived quiet- 
ly and lovingly together, and that they 
were deserving of the promised prize. 


The verdict being delivered, the happy 


couple, standing near the church door, 
made a declaration, received the flitch, 
and were chaired in procession through 
the town. The lords of the manor by de- 
grees declined tooffer the tempting bonus, 
and the clergy viewed unfavorably somelof 
the incidents accompanying the proceed- 
ings. Twenty or thirty years ago a few 
literary men revived the ceremony at 
their own expense, more as a whimsical 
joke for that one occasion than as a per- 
manent custom. From time to time the lo- 
cal journals record an observance of the 
ceremony. There is reason to believe, 
iiowever, that speculative trade ia main- 
ly concerned here, the flitch being pro- 
vided by some tavern 
interested in

LINCOLN'S DEBATE. 


"Bo ffeWnntfroblbition!" Discussed 


By two Promlieut and Able 


Speakers Last Week. 


LINCOLN, 111., Jan. 30th 1882. 


EDITOR HEVIEW:—The above ques- 


tion, -'Do we want Prohibition?" was 
discussed atGillett's hall last Thurs- 
day and Friday evenings by John B. 
Finch, of Lincoln, Nebraska, on (he 
firmative, and Rev. C. C. Burnett, of 
Iowa City, Iowa, on the negative. 
Both evenings the hall was literblly 
packed with a mass of human beings. 
On no occasion heretofore was there 
ever such a crowd in the hall as was 
there Friday evening, and near an 
hundred were turned away for wp.nt 
of room. 


Mr. Finch opened the debate on 


the first evening in a 30 ^ minute 
speech. Rev. Burnett's reply, occu- 
pied an hour and' a quarter, after 
which Mr. Finch rejoined in a speech 
ef forty-five minntes. 


On the second eveniog the time— 


two and a half hours- -was occupied 
the same except, that Rev. Burnett 
had 
the 
opening 
and 
closing 


speeches. 


Mr. Finch opened 
the debate 


Ihursday evening by saying: "The 
prohibitionists of this country believe 
the people are capable of governing 
themselves and that tbe sale of liquor 
should be controlled by the ballot; 
that the licensing of saloons should 
be prohibited and that the use of 
alcholic drinks as a beverage should 
be likewise prohibited. He referred 
tOjthe war that had been waged 
against the traffic in Nebraska, and 
advocated constitutional amendment 
prohibiting the sale of or traffic in 
intoxicating liqucr. Said "we indict 
dram shop keepers because they are 
heaping upon the people a blighting 
curse which is the.enemy of every 
thing good." Said dram shops are 
the enemy of home, school and relig- 
ion; they are the hot_beds of crime. 
Saloons are not American institu- 
tions, but are mushrooms from the 
dunghills 
of 
European despotic 


Monarchies." Said liquor had never 
made a Christian. A compromise on 
a question of principle, was a victory 
for the devil; that saloons were a 
nuisance and ought to be abated. 


Referring to prosecutions for vio- 


lations the speaker &Sd that men 
would leave the saloon, take the 
witness stand and testify that they 
can't tell sour cider from whiskey. 
The saloon system had been weighed 
in the balance of American liberty 
and found wanting; that prohibition 
sought only to put liquor out of the 
reach of those who crave it and can- 
not control their cravings for it; that 
prohibition was a law aimed to keep 
the disease 
of 
alcoholism from 


spreading; 
quarantine 
measures 


were to prevent the spread of small- 


pox; 
that quarantine and prohibi- 


tion were the safe guards toihe peo- 
ple against disease and death. We 
want to step in and assume control 
of 
thjs 
abnoxions 
evil. 
Moral 


suasion is the balm for the fallen 
man. 


Refering to the press the speaker 


said he was not here to abuse the 
press, because his speeches were 
public property and the press had a 
right to criticise them and he had 
no right to complain. Said the 
liquor traffic was the fountain head 
oi crime. Said civil liberty was the 
converse of individual liberty; that 
individual liberty meant barbarism 
and nothing else; that prohibition 
was a good thing because in Lincoln 
it had lessened the tax levy, and in 
1879, under prohibition rule, §3,000 
worth of sewers had been built, and 
aad in 1881 decreased drunkennesi 
200.per cent; that prohibition was i 
success in Iowa and Kansas; tha 


offer to buy, for so much a case, con- 
victions. He thought that a shame 
and a disgrace. 
Said men would 


drink; it was a way they have, "you 
know; they learned it from their 
mothers." 


Prohibition 
was a blundering 


movement, a fraudulent 
one that 


claimed a power that was not a pos- 
sibility. It gained public confidence 
only to abuse, funds only to squander 
them. 
According to the theory of 


prohibition a way to prevent chil- 
dren 
cutting their fingers was to 


stop manufacturing jack-knives; to 
prevent falling down stairs and 
breaking your necks, discontinue 
stairs and live on the ground floor: 
to prevent people making gluttons of 
themselves, prohibit tho sale of that 
which they would use to a gluttonous 
extent. The Bible did not counte- 
nance prohibition, for there it was 
written 
that 
tho 
glutton 
and 


drunkard should be stoned—not the 
butcher who sold the meat nor the 
man who sold the liquor. The re- 
sponsibility should rest where it 
belonged. Adam was left to his own 
free act when he partook of the for- 
bidden fruit and the penalty fell on 
him. 
Prohibition was unlike the 


commandments: it was coercive while 
they were not so. They loft to each 
the right to obey or disobey, but dis- 
obedience brought the penalty. Pro 
hibition was the enemy to free 
speech m that it hunted down speak- 
ers on the other side, broke up meet- 
ings and engendered strife.

Rev. Burnett said he was glad to

ship built regardless of rules neces- 
sary for its construction is doomed to 
failure. " A hand saw was a good 
thing, but not to shave with; a razor 
was also a good thing, but not to saw 
wood with," so said a Spanish pro- 
verb. The manner of prohibition 
and its method was like a man in In- 
diana who beat his child with a bar- 
rel stave to make it learn a prayer, 
instead of doing so by persuasive 
powers. The object sought to be ob- 
tained was good but the method was 
certainly bad. He was one with his 
friends to put down intemperance. 
Said the speaker: "I am a teetotaler 
and my family, consisting, according 
to the last census, of exactly one 
wife and six children, are all pledged 
teetotalers, into whom not one drop 
of liquor has ever entered." He 
would gladly have all men so. But 
he was not one with his opponent as 
to the method; he did not believe in 
coercion. Prohibition never argues 
or reasons and never accords rights 
to others. There was, said John 
Stuart Mill, much usurpation of lib 
erty in private life under the name 
of preventing intemperance. Prohi 
bition was a misnomer. Prohibition 
was an infringment not only on the 
liberty of the seller, but on that of 
the buyer and consumer. The claims 
of the prohibitionists were false, 
tyranical and grandly impertinent, 
outrageous and despotic. Because 
he was an.< Episcopalian and truly be- 
lieved it was right, he would be un- 
warranted in trying to force every 
one else to become an Episcopalian. 
The poor drunkard was not reformed 
by prohibition, but by moral suasion, 
and that alone. In relation to Mr. 
Finch's statement regarding the 
success of prohibition and improve- 
ments in Lincoln, he would merely 
say that the $3,000 spent on sewers 
in 1879, was collected during the 
previous year of license; that while 
khe records showed less drunkenness 
in 1881, under prohibition, the of- 
fense 
called 
disorderly 
conduct, 


which in most cases meant drunken- 
ness, had increased nearly 100 per 
cent. He had been informed that 
drinking in Lincoln had not decreas- 
ed but had increased under prohibi- 
tion rule. 


Rev. Burnett's time having expir- 


ed, he closed by refering to the fact 
that the Pilgrim fathers had brought 
beer with them from Europe and 
that it had ever since been used. 


Mr. Finch hurriedly advanced to 


the front of the stage and in a some- 
what excited manner said he would 
debate the question with Burnett 
five nights or five months.

Burnett remarked that he never re- 
fused to accept a challenge, and then 
thanked the chairman and audience 
for courtesies shown him while here 
and for the close attention given him 
while speaking.
